TO BE ESTABLISHED 


A Wilmington Re-Employment Center is to be 
established in the Town Hall, for the un-employed 
of Wilmington. ~ Town Manager Sterling Morris 
hopes to be able to start the center sometime next 
week, after he has completed his work on the 
annual Budget, due December 20th. 


The Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously for the project, in 
Monday night's Selectmen’s 
Meeting. after Morris had pro- 
posed the center. 

Morris suggested to the Select- 
men that the center would not be 
able to sssk jobs, for the unem- 
ployed, but that it would be able 
to provide a list of those who were 
employable, and what their job 
qualifications were, for the bene- 
fit of interested companies. 

Morris also told the Selectmen 
that the Shawsheen Valley Tech- 


nical High School, in Billerica 
can be used by Wilmington resi- 
dents, for Re-training, since 
Wilmington is a contributer to 
the funds for the school. 

Residents of Wilmington, Burl- 
ington, Tewksbury, Billerica and 
Bedford, which towns support the 
school, are eligible for Re-train- 
ing, Morris said.

Wilmington Republicans 
ask Five Members 
to Resign 


(A statement by the Wilmington Repub- 
lican Town Committee ) 


During the 1970 campaign for Repre- 
sentative from Wilmington and Ward 6 
in Woburn, six elected members of the 
Wilmington Republicar Town Commit- 
tee sent a letter over their signatures 
as “elected members” of the Commit- 
tee endorsing and supporting the Demo- 
cratic candidate for that office. 

Their action is in direct violation of 
the Committee’s By-Laws. Article XI. 
which reads as follows: 

“POLITICAL ACTIVITY OF MEM- 
BERS - No member (or Associate Mem- 
ber) of the Committee shall sponsor or 
endorse any candidate of. or otherwise 
in any way serve the interests of, any 
political party other than the Republican 
Party in connection with any partisan 
election or primary involving or affect- 
ing the town. 

“In the event that a Member (or 
Associate Member) of the Committee 
finds that he cannot comply with the 
foregoing standard, then he shall be 
expected to offer his resignation from 
the Committee. If. under the circum- 
stances, such Member or 
Member fails to offer his resignation 
as above provided, then in an appropriate

Committee, and upon a vote of two-thirds 
of the Members of the Committee pre- 
sent at a meeting duly called and held, 
the Committee shall .call for the resign- 
ation of such 
Member.”

The $30,000 Flood Plain Survey of Wilmington, 
by the U.S. Army. Corps of Engineers, moved a 
step closer to completion Tuesday evening, in the 
regular Planning Board meeting. The new forma- 
tion, according to two representatives. of the Corps 


of Engineers, 


near the Burlington line. 


raised the possibilities of more 
extensive flooding in Wilmington, 


in the future, 
This, according to Bob 


MacIntosh, of the Corps of Engineers, was because 
of topographical features in Burlington. 


Mr. MacIntosh was accompanied 
by Bob Fields. of the engineering 
firm of Anderson-Nichols. who 
did the physical surveying. 

In addition to the Planning 
Board members. Professor 
Charles Eliot and his assistant. 
Dennis Hazen, were interested 
listeners. 

The study of Wilmington streams 
was limited to the Ipswich River. 
and by extension to Mill Brook. 
which was believed to be the 
headwaters of the Ipswich. at the 
time the study was started. Mill 
Brook is that stream which 
crosses Burlington Avenue just 
above the Old Age Housing Units. 

The only flood records that the 
Engineers were able to use were 
those of March 1968. These were 
supplemented, the Planning Board 
was told, by photographs which 
appeared in the Town Crier at 
that time. 

The figures obtained were used 
in determining two possible flood 
conditions, Standart Project 
Floods. so called. which occur 
from time to time. and Interme- 
diate Regional Floods. which 
occur only about once in one hun- 
dred years. 

Bob Field told the Planning 
Board that Standard Project 
Floods covered much of Wilming- 
ton with water. On his maps he 
marked off the areas in red - 
using blue for the Intermediate 
Regional Floods. 

Mr. Field was of the belief that 
much of the filling which had oc- 
cured along the streams and in 
the marshes of Wilmington would 
cause even more extensive flood- 
ing in the future. 

Professor Eliot was of the be- 
lief that a zoning area on a 
sloping line might present legal 
difficulties 

Field told the Board that the 
zoning might be done along the 
plan used in Princeton. New 
Jersey. In Princeton. he said. 
the flood zones are based on a 
profile. and if an owner's land 
is shown as being wet on that 
profile. he has to prove it is dry. 
in order to build. These zones, 
he said. should be on overlay 
maps. and apply to industrial as 
well as residential land. This 
zoning. Field said. was for the 
owners protection, and especially 
for the protection of the buyers 
in sub-divisions. 


the key to flood control. in this 
area. Wilmington. they said is 
not a ‘normal watershed area.” 
It does serve as a resevoir for 
the downstream area. The water 
is not “trapped water they 
said. but actual ground water. 
The more filling there is in Wil- 
mington, the fewer places the 
water in this. town has to go. 
should actual flooding start 


End of 1971 


In their discussions. thé Plan- 
ning Board brought out that<-in 
order to be eligible for flood 
insurance. (the town as a whole), 
the town has to petition for in- 
surance from -the Federal 
Government. and this means the 
filing of some regulations by the 
end of 1971. After this has been 
done individuals within the town 
can apply for their own flood in- 
surance from the Federal 
Government

Town Engineer Arthur Hard- 
ing. discussing the acceptance of 
new streets. told the board that 
46.760 feet of new streets have 
been constructed in new subdivi- 
sions. and that these streets are 
either 100% ready for acceptance.

Options for 
High School 


Students 


A new program is being spon- 
sored at Wilmington. It is a pro- 
gram designed to give the student 
a chance to mature by accepting 
responsibility for his free time. 

The program was requested by 
the Student Council and approved 
by the administration. The Coun- 
cil and the National Honor So- 
ciety will participate. 

The members of the Senior 
Class will have a choice of seve- 
ral options to fill their assigned 
study hall periods. Instead of 
reporting to the study hall. they 
will be able to use the following 
facilities: The laboratories, in- 
dustrial art dept.. the gym and 
the classrooms with the consent 
of the instructors. They will 
also be able to report to the guid- 
ance office. unassigned teachers. 
the Town Library, the small cafe- 
teria (for free discussion) and 
the school grounds. 

The program is temporarily of- 
fered to members of the Senior 
Class only. until it has been 
shown to be effective. The stu- 
dents will be made aware of the 
action that will be taken if the 
time is abused. They will be re- 
assigned to a supervised study 
hall. The brivilege to partici- 
pate again will be reinstated only 
by vote of the entire faculty 

To be able to participate in the 
program the students will have 
to apply to the director of stu- 
dent activities. Participation 
will depend on the performance 
of the student. 

When the program is in full 
operation and changes have been 
made where necessary. the pro- 
gram will be offered'to other mem- 
bers of the Student Body. 

Jack Lynch, Director of Stu- 
dent Activities has also estab- 
lished a 7 period day on Fridays 
to include time for the students 
to participate in activities dur- 
ing the school day. 

Some of the activities offered 
to the students this year are: 
Arts and crafts, computor train- 
ing. drama club,, stage band and 
photogramph. 

Some of the activities will take 
the form of avocational mini- 
courses.
